“T shall always have respect for the Irish 
Free State; you .have given me a square 
deal,” said Jack Leroy, Huddersfield, after 
Judge Davitt had sentenced him to six 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, at 
the Circuit Criminal Court, Dublin, yester- 
day. 

Leroy had been charged with stealing a 
purse and its contents in the dwelling-house 
of Raymond Stevens. He pleaded guilty, 
and in reply to the judge admitted that he 
had been in jail almost continuously since 
1928. His sentences had included one of 
three years, with eishteen strokes of the 
** oat.’ 

The prisoner handed a statement to the 
judge. Having read it, Judge Davitt said 
he could not but regard it as impudent that 
this offence had been committed on the day 
ark left. jail. 

‘*T have been a failure,” said the prisoner. 

Sentence was then pronounced by the 
judge.

MOST CONTEMPTIBLE 


FRAUD, SAYS JUDGE. 


Arthur Jacobs (40), alias Professor Carlin, 
Blackpool, pleaded guilty to a charge of 
having obtained £35 by Í false pretences from 
James Doyle, Brass Castle, Rathfarnham. 

Detective ‘Sergeant O'Neill, who, with 
Detective Officer McKeon, had investigated 
the case, said that Jacobs had posed as the 
representative of a syndicate who were pur- 
chasing a ring of cinemas and wanted tra- 
veliers to promote their interests. On the 
pretence that he could guarantee employment 
with the syndicate, he obtained, or attempted 
to obtain, various-sums of money. In addi- 
tion to the charge to which he had. pleaded 
guilty, Jacobs had tried te obtain £250 from 
a man in Ballinrobe and £200 from another 
in Ballingarry, Co. Limerick, As Professor 
Carlin, the prisoner had given performances 
itt Blackpool and elsewhere, his advertise- 
menta proclaiming him as “ The great human 
scientist-astrologist, phrenologist, spiritualist, 
mental telepathist and faith healer” He 
also invited people to look into his ' Crystal 
of Mystery.’ 

Mr. Alec Lynn, counsel for the accused 
man, said that his client was prepared to 
repay\ the £55 and no one would lose any- 
me by his actions in the Free State. It 
would cheaper for the taxpayer to get 
rid of him. 

Judge Davitt said in these days of un- 
employment the offeice of the prisoner was 
the meanest and most contemptible that 
could be committed. If he had not repaid 
the £35 obtained in this case the sentence 
would have been one of penal servitude. As 
it was, the least punishment that could be 
awarded was twelve months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour.

COLLECTING IRISH 
DIALECTS. 


PAPER READ AT ROYAL IRISH 
ACADEMY. 


The work of collecting Irish dialects and 
preserving them -on rig’ records was 
referred to by Dr. Myles Dillon, who read a 
paper on “A recent survey of Irish dialects 
to the Roval Irish Academy yesterday. 

Dr. Dillon said that in the year 1926 the 
Free State Minister for Education decided to 
invite Dr. Wilhelm Doegen, Director of the 
Lautabteilung of the Prussian State Library 
of Berlin, to make gramaphone records of 
Irish from the districts in which it 1s still 
spoken. The Council of the Royal Irish 
Academy were requested to undertake the 
organisation of the linguistic survey, and a 
special grant of money was placed at their 
disposal. In 1928 the dialects of Munster 
were recorded, under the supervision of 
Professors Bergin, O'Rahilly, O Donnchadha 
and Biachy ; in 1930 the dialects of Cénnacht 
and Co. Clare, under the supervision of 
Professor Q Máille and Liam O Buachalla 
(Galway); in 1931 Ulster and Co. Louth, 
under the supervision of Professor O’Toole 
(Trinity College) and Dr. M. A. O'Brien 
(Queen's University, Belfast). A total of 216 
records have been made, from 144 speakers. 
The value of the preservation of this collection 
of spoken Irish for posterity need not be 
stressed. The matter recorded was of imme- 
diate value for scientific purposes as 
illustrating various questions of Irish phonetics 
which are still obscure 

Dr. R. W. Ditchburn read a paper on 
Examination and Photography of 
MSS., by ‘Ultra-violet Light.”’ 

The discourse included a final report to 
the Academy on the research carried out by 
Mr. G. ©. Broc, M.Se., and Professor Ditch- 
burn. The results of trials with infra-red rays 
and X-rays were described. These methods 
did not prove suitable for any of the docu- 
ments possessed by the Academy. The 
desirability of cleaning as a preliminary to 
photography was stressed, and the conditions 
under which cleaning -could be carried out 
were described. Several slides illustrating the 
improvement produced in the Book of Fermoy 
were shown.

| economic development such as no nation had 
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In the course of his lecture Mr. Johnston 
said that at first sight the objective of the 
economic nationalist seemed eminently desir- 
able. The economic nationalist was quite 
aware that in chosing the way of ¢ 
sacrifice for his own nation he was imposing 
the same kind of sacrifice on neighbouring 
nations, The economic nationalist had the 
moral right to sacrifice his own economic in- 
teresta for non-economic ideals. Had he the 
moral right to make his neighbour suffer 
similar sacrifices for non-economic ideals 
which were not those of his neighbour! 

They might ask whether Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald had the moral right to reduce the 
incomes of Irish farmers by £24,000,000 a 
year in order that a certain dispute should 
be decided by a Dutch South African instead 
of by a Dutchman, or whether President de 
Valera had the moral right to impose a 
similar hardship on British dockers, railway- 
men and industrial producers in order that 
the dispute in question should be settled by 
judicial process instead of by negotiation. 


ECONOMIC AND MORAL 
QUESTIONS. 


Sometimes the economic nationalist shifted 
hiss ground. The hardship and sacrifice he 
proposed to inflict were only temporary ; they 
were the incidental price which the nation 
must pay in order to achieve a new economic 
order which would make his nation the envy 
of the world. The policy was then advo- 
cated on economic grounds as one calculated 
to promote the maximum economic welfare 
of all peoples, whether international trade 
continued or disappeared. Two questions 
then arose—-one economic and one moral: 
Was a policy of economic nationalism likely 
to achieve its proposed economic end? 
(ranting that it was, had a nation the moral 
right to secure its own maximum economic 
welfare by methods which involved economic 
injury to its neighbours? The first question 
could be dealt with only in relation to a con- 
crete, fully worked out policy of national 


hitherto produced. The moral question was 
capable ot only one answer, if one adopted a 
catholic or universal point of view—which, 
indeed, was also the point of view of the 
world economy. Neither a nation nor .an 
individual ang the moral right to seek its 
or his economic welfare by methods which 
impaired the economic welfare of other in- 
dividuals and nations. Our, membership, one 
of another, was so profoundly a fact in the 
economic sphere that the only policies of 
economic nationalism which were economically 
sound were those which conferred benetits 
on our neighbours equally with ourselves. 

Having dealt with the relative importance 
of world economy to different nations, the 
lecturer indicated that the case of the United 
States of America showed that a nation 
might be nearly self-contained and yet 
collapse owing to interdependence with the 
world economy. The comparative. solvency 
of the British and Irish farmer, he said, was 
hased on the bankruptey of overseas agricul- 
ture. A sudden increase im our raw 
materials cost might create a situation in 
which the systematic production of animal 
products no longer paid—and this would 
complete the rum of Irish farming and 
begin the ruin of British farming. 
The multiplication of transport and middle- 
man: activities was the chief cause of the 
disparity between agricultural and imdustrial 
prices, 


IRISH AGRICULTURE. 


Agricultural producers for subsistence and for 
exchange reacted differently to falling prices. 
Undoubtedly, Irish agriculture was carried 
on much more for exchange and much -less 
for subsistence now than it was a hundred 
years ago. The limiting factor in the growth 
of the commercial community, so far as agri 
culture was concerned, was the extent to 
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which the farmer could be persuaded to pro- | 
duce for exchange. The reaction of the | 
yveasant farmer to falling prices was to buy 
lee manufactured goods, since he had less 
money to buy them with. He would also re- 
duce his purchases of raw materials from a 
neighbouring town or a neighbouring* county, 
al thus give less employment to transport 
and commerce. One aspect of the shock to 
the exchange economy would be duly noted 
ut railway shareholders’ meetings, but no one 
would notice that it was not the dividends of 
railway shareholders alone that ‘were in 
jeopardy, but a whole civilisation on which 
the livelihood of millions of urban residents 
in Western countries depended, . 

In the world of to-day the moat effective 
agents of economic nationalism were hdt the 
fiscal policies of one’s own country, but the 
fiscal policies of other nations. The central 
problem or to-day in all peasant countries 
which had hitherto exported an agricultural 
surplus was not how to expand industrial 
production sc as to balance the agricultural 
surplus in the home market. The purchasin 
power of the farmers must be sustained at all 
costs, in order to indce them to go on 
farming for exchange. This ruled out at once 
every method of stimulating national in- 
dustry which had the effect of making the 


raw materials and implements of their pro- 
duction dearer. There must be no tax on | 
imported feeding stuffs. on imported agricul- 
tural implements, on corrugated iron or 
material for building and construction. It 


was also desirable to go easy with taxes on | 


clothes and boots. 
SOLVING A PROBLEM. 


In general, the method of restricting im- 
oy and making non-agricultural goods dear 
or the farmer in the home market was the 
exact opposite to the right way of solving the 
real As cain A foreign Government had 
given the native farmer a black eye by its 
tariff policy. His own Government retaliated 
with a tariff policy which blackened his other 
eye, and that restored the balance. 

The final effect of the present ‘‘ economic 
war ' between Great Britain and the [Irish 
Free State must be to drive Irish agriculture 
back to a semi-medieva! subsistence economy, 
destroy the mechanism of exchange in that 
eguntry, and with it the livelihood of nearly 

lf a million urban residents, many of them 
of British origin and sympathy. It was 
difficult to see what British interest was 
served by a policy of reducing any peasant 
country to a condition of economic 
medievalism, least of all the country which 
only the other day was her best surviving 
customer for exports of all kinds. 

The feasibility of economic nationalism de- 
ended on other nations not practising it at 
he same time, said Mr. Johnston, who passed 

on to deal with economic nationalism and 
monetary internationalism, observing that the 
correct reaction to the depressing effect of 
other nations’ tariffs was a monetary one. 
The monetary system could no longer be 
counted on to save nations from the cotse- 
quences of their own folly and preserve the 
international flow of goods, without which 
the whole exchange economy must collapse, 
bringing back medizval conditions. The way 
to expand production was to promote produc- 
tion of capital goods 

The State must now do deliberately what 
the gold standard formerly did automatically. 
Whatever be the monetary system, creditor 
nations had it in their power to promote the 
production of capital goods at home, and thus 
increase -consuming power and employment 
within their frontiers if they were prepared 
to sacrifice some né of their foreign assets. 
If the State would from time to time promote 
the production of capital goods to balance the 
omissions and hesitations of private enterprise 
there would be no need to sacrifice foreign 
assets at all. The world depression could be 
gured very soon if either England or France 
or America. adopted a policy such as that— 
still more so if they co-operated to adopt it 
by common consent, 

The right national economic policy was the 
one which was also catholic and Christian. 
The nations of the world were crucifying o 
another not in the cause of Christ, but of 
anti-Christ.. Fortunately the creditor. nations 
af the world, af whom we were one, still had 
it in their power to turn that Calvary into 
a Mount of Transfiguration.

In California in 
foe a referendum vote of the people of the 
whole State on the question of an indepen- 
dent Osteopathic Board of Administration 
resulted in a victory by a majority of 111,000 
votes. The Los Angeles County Hospital is 
staffed almost entirely by osteopathic 
hysicians and surgeons, graduates of the 
os Angeles College of Qsteopathy. Osteo- 

thic clinics are to be found in most cities 
in the United States. is no registra- 
tion of osteopaths in Great Britain, though a 
bill dealing with the subject is pending in 
Parliament. Osteopathy lays stress on the 
importance of the structures of the body in 
disease, contractions, stiffmess, stagnation of 
blood and lymph, often spinal disturbance ; 
but bone-setting, in the old sense, is only a 
part of osteopathic practice, important though 
it is. Osteopathy, as Dr. Still taught it, was 
a philosophy of life, a greater reliance on 
nature and instinct, on the recuperative 
powers of the body itself, hence as little in- 
terference as possible with drastic remedies. 


A FAMOUS CURE. 


The most famous osteopathic cure was re- 
ported in the Dublin papers some years ago. 
An Australian named Skeyhill was blinded 
by a sheli at Gallipoli in 1916. He was 
treated by specialists in France. England and 
America without, success. While he was tra- 
velling in the United States after America 
had joined the war he met an osteopath in 
Washington. A lesion was found at the back 
of his neck, and this part was treated, with 
the result that within two days the man 
could see as well as ever. He lectured exten- 
sively in the United States for several years, 
and was an author and a poet. After two 
years he was killed im an aeroplane accident,

RECITAL BY IVAN 
- PHILLIPOWSKY. 


The musical recitals at the Royal Dublin 
Society, Ballsbridge, yesterday were given by 
Ivan Phi ipowsky, a pianist whose qualities 
were known to, aud appreciated by, members 
from his previous performances. It was not 
surprising then to find large attendances at 
both recitals. He is a pianist who shows fine 
technique, combined with keen analytical 
powers which are reflected in his finished style 
of interpretation. His presentation of the 
Bach ‘‘Italian Concerto.” for instance. 
showed close study and understanding, and 
one liked the manner in which the subject 
was treated. The player showed himself even 
more familiar with the latter-day romantic 
school. There was, for example, the playing 
of Schumann s Fantasiestucke. Composed in 
that early period when Schumann was study- 
ing and struggling hard to master forma! 
artistic expression, it reveals many of those 
fine ig“ which in his later development 
placed Schumann 's more perfect works high 
among the best of modern musical composi- 
tions. M. Phillipowsky brought out the life 
and passionate expression which the composer 
was striving after. One liked the facile treat- 
ment of the Fifth Sonata of Scriabin. Written 
in one movement it shows considerable musica! 
imagination combined with considerable 
technical exploit of the keyboard. 

The Twelve Preludes of Debussy afforded 
opportunity which was splendidly taken for 
tone-painting. Debussy was in some respects 
the most arbitrary of composers, working on no 
theory, but delighting m the revelation of 
things hitherto unseen. M. Phillipowsky 
caught the strange moods and scenes in the 
most fascinating way.

The covering note was given by 
the New Ireland Assurance Co. Th also 
insured another car for £100. In May, 1932, 
Coieman asked them to obtain a fire in- 
surance for him, and explained that the 
owing Company would not give cover

Four or five companies refused 
the risk, but the New Ireland Company ac- 
cepted. The amount of the insurance was 
£20,000 and the premium £42 15s. On the 
Monday morning of the fire the accused man 
called on him and asked him to inform the 
insurance company that the premises had 
been on fire.

APPEAL, 


REFERRED BACK TO 
DISTRICT COURT. 


eteriMary 
Council against Peter John Good, of 
Aherlow, Aherla, County Cork, came 
before the Court on a case stated at the re- 
quest of the complainants, by Mr. Denis B. 
Sullivan, the Justice sitting at Coachford, Co. 
Cork. 

lt appeared from the case stated that the 
defendant had been for many years a farmer, 
and habitually kept animals, including colts, 
for ig 4 te his farm. Aras was not, and 
never n, a regist veterinary sur- 
geon, and did not hold himself out to be a 
registered veterinary surgeot. On the 15th 
May, 1933, Cornelius Cronin, of Ballyshoneen, 
Co. Cork, brought a colt, of which he was 
the owner, to the defendant, who was then 
at Ballyshoneen, in order that the defendant 
should perform a certain operation on it, The 
defendant, at the request of Mr. Cronin, did 
perform the operation. it did not appear in 
evidence whether or not the defendant re- 
ceived payment from Mr. Cronin in respect 
of the operation. A summons was issued 
against the defendant by the Veterinary 
Council, charging him that he, not being a 

istered veterinary surgeon at the time, did 
unlawfully practice veterinary surgery by per- 
forming the operation referred to, cottrary 
to Section 46 (1) of the Veterimary Surgeons 
Act of 1931, and did unlawfully practice 
veterinary medicine by treating the colt, con- 
trary to the same section. 

The District Justice dismissed the summons 
on the merits, being of opinion that the 
operation performed by the defendant was an 
operation, the performance of which was in- 
eidental to the usual care and management 
of the colt; and the opinion of the Court was 
sought whether he was right in law in dis- 
missing the summons. 

Mr. Binchy, K.C., and Mr. Monks (in- 
structed by Mr. Arthur Cox and Mr. John 
Framis Foley) appeared fer the appellants ; 
and Mr. Lavery, K.©., and Mr. McGuiligan 
(instructed by Mr. Jasper Travers Wolfe) 
for the respondent. 


INCIDENTAL TO 
HUSBANDRY. 


Mr. Monks, having read the provisions ol 
Section 46 (1), referred to the exceptiol» in 
Sub-section 3, which provided that nothing 
in the section would render it unlawful for 
any farmer or other person who habttually 
kept animals for profit, or the servant of any 
such person, to perform on, or administer to, 
an alumal of any class, whether owned or not 
by such person, any operation or medicine, 
the performance or administration of which 
was incidental to the care and management of 
animals of that class, provided that such 
person or servaut did not hold himself out as 
a resident yeterinary surgeon. 

While the defendant had brought himself 
part of the way within these exceptions, said 
Mr. Monks, he had not brought himself com- 
pletely within them: he had not proved that 
the operation was incidental to the care and 
management of the colt. It was the duty of 
the Court, he submitted, so far as it could, 
to protect animals from the ill-effeets of an 
operation performed with the one object of 
adding to the value of a horse, and to see that 
it should be performed, if it was Necessary 
that it should be performed, by a person who 
would ensure that it would be done in a 
proper way. 

‘* Horse doctors ' were not, he said, capable 
of dealing with the after-effects of such 
operations, and the District Justice, he sub- 
mitted, was wrong in dismissing the summons 
without evidence that the operation Was In- 
cidental to tie usual care and management 
of the animal. 

Mr. McGiligan said that Sub-section 3 of 
Section 46 of the Act was intended to have 
a very wide scope, and to enable farmers 
and their servants to orm a certain class 
of operation. He thought that the case 
stated raised a question of very far-reaching 


importance, indeed. He asked the judge to | 


conclude from the fact that the District 
Justice dismissed the summons on the merits

Up to an early hour this morning there 
was no definite news of General O’ Duffy’s

The entire 
financial resolution, containing various 
other proposals ‘for economy, passed by 
345 votes to 142. M. Tardién, who is the 
leader of the Nati Union, made a 
vigorous onslaught on the Government and 
rallied the Opposition aftegpits temporary 
lapse. M. Herriot, on, the other hand, 
gave the Premier most Valiiable support. 
Both M. Chautemps and M. Herriot pro- 
tested against the attituds of the civil 
servants. The Premier said that they, at 
least, had security of tenure. M. Herriot 
pointed out that the Federation of Civil 
Servants and the Cartel of State Employés 
had brought about the downfall of three 
successive Governments, and that the time 
had come when the Chamber must assert 
its authority. 

The country’s total deficit, formed by 
an accumulation of several years, amounts 
to something like 16,000,000,000 francs. 
M. Chautemps proposes to levy fresh 
taxes in order to reduce, if not to wipe 
out, this deficit. In addition to the 
‘‘ cut ” in civil servants’ pay, there will 
be an extension of the income tax law 
to include certain classes of pensioners 
who hitherto have escaped assessment. 
There will be also a heavy tax on petrol, 


who have found jobs in France. It is 
impossible to say how far these new 
imposts will bring the deficit within 
manageable proportions; but M. Tardieu 
made one very true observation during 
the Chamber debate. M. Chautemps will 
be forced to depend very largely on the 
Socialist vote, and M. Tardieu pointed 
out that Socialists in every country in 
the world were opposed to a policy of 
deflation. They are advocates of social 
reíorms, which invariably cost money, and 
always may be trusted to fight against 
reductions in State expenditure. For the 
time being the Socialists have been out- 
manceuvred by M. Chautemps ; but, sooner 
or later, they will return to the charge. 
Any Government in France that relies on 
Socialist support must be prepared to 
obey the behests of M. Léon Blum. If 
M. Chautemps is prepared to make this 
sacrifice, he may retain office for some 
months.

An Old-Fashioned Book. 


Dr. Dearmer, Canon of Westminster 
Abbey, thinks that the English Bible 
could be improved. We hasten to explain 
that it is not the Bible's teaching, but its 
format, which displeases him. Lecturing 
at the Abbey last Sunday, Dr. Dearmer 
compared the Bibles “ forbidding ” 
features with those attractions of 
printing and editing which recommend 
other books to the public. In the 
first place, he says, we squeeze a 
whole body of literature indiscriminately 
between two covers. “It was like 
binding up Tennyson, Bunyan, Macaulay 
and Shakespeare in one volume, with 
the titles of all the poems and essays 
cut out, and the names of speakers and 
divisions of speeches removed, as well as 
quotation marks.” Then we divide the 
whole book into chapters, which sometimes 
cut right across the meaning. No doubt, it 
is true that the Bible—which, neverthe- 
less, is the most widely circulated book in 
the world—owes little to the mere arts of 
editing; the translators of the Authorised 
Version had more concern for the message 
than for its manner. We may agree with 
Dr. Dearmer that the Bible might be 
arranged more conveniently for the general 
reader. Strong arguments, however, can be 
advanced against such change. For one 
thing, the world’s Christian conservatism 
(Roman Catholic as well as Protestant) is 
opposed to it. Nearly all modern experi- 
ments in the re-translation and re-editing 
of the Bible have found no welcome; even 
the Revised Version (a work of profound 
and accurate scholarship) never will oust 
the Authorised Version. The traditions 
and associations which have grown around 
that Book, like the secular ivy on some 
ancient castle, are themselyes sacred 
things ; and to-day three hundred years of 
reverent use discourage iconoclasm. More- 
over, the idea of the Bible made easier 
(“ learning without tears "’) may be in 
tune with the times. but does it promise 
any spiritual profit? Is it a misfortune that 
the Bibie still stands for intellectual 
discipline in an age and amid contrivances 
which labour so insidiously to substitute 
the eye for the mind? 


Telephones. 


The Telegraph and Telephone Journal 
publishes an interesting survey of the 
world’s ‘‘ telephone population.” Taking 
a list of cities that contain more than 
100,000 telephones, it places them in an 
order, according to the number of instru- 
ments that they possess. New York heads 
the list with 1,576,616 telephones, or 22.2 
to every hundred of the population; 
Chicago comes second with 831,679 instru- 
ments, or 23.6 to every hundred people ; 
the London Administrative County Area is 
third, with 532,743 telephones, or 11.8 
per cent. of the population. Paris, 
with 482,773 imstruments, or 10.5 per 
cent., follows, and next in order are 
Boston and Philadelphia. Three cities 
of the British Dominions find places 
on the list; Toronto is fourteenth 
with 193,885 telephones, representing the 
high proportion of 25.6 instruments to 
every hundred of its people; Montreal is 
seventeenth, and Sydney is thirty-third. 
Dublin, of course, comes nowhere ; for the 
whole Free State—not to mention Dublin 
alone—contains nothing like 100,000 instru- 
ments. Probably no other capital city 
in the world of Dublin's size has 
so poor a “telephone population. 
The service, it rust be admitted, is good ; 
but the instruments, except in the former 
metropolitan area, are old-fashioned, and 
the cost of a private installation is far too 
high. Even in the matter of public call- 
offices Dublin lags grievously. Belfast has 
far more kiosks, and a substantial revenue 
is derived from them. The Post Office 
actually is the most profitable of the Free 
State Government departments ; and some 
of its surplus profits ought to be devoted 
to the improvement and cheapening of its 
services.

FEW SECOND OFFENCES. 


Up to the end of 1932 the convictions under 
the ordinary law and the ordinances in con- 
nection with the civil disobedience movement 
totalled 66,946, the number under the ordi- 
nances being 18,151. The total convicted re- 
presented one person in 4,000 of the popula- 
tion in India. 

Civil disobedience activities continued at a 
low ebb during the rest of the year, a signi- 
ticant feature being the abstention of the 
great majority of those already convicted. 

With res of the direction of the trade 
of India, it is stated that the outstanding 
feature was the continuous decline of the 
United Kingdom's share in the import trade. 
During the year under report it again fell, 
amounting to 35.5 per cent. of the total im- 
ports, as compared with 57.2 per cent. in the 
preceding year.

Exports to the United Kingdom, on the 
other hand, have tended to increase, theugh 
the movement has not been so steady or con- 
tinuous as in the case of imports. 


SHIPPING AND 
SUBSIDIES. 


MR. RUNCIMAN’S 
CRITICISM. 


M WALTER RUNCIMAN (President 


of the Board of Trade), speaking 


yesterday at Newcastle on shipping 


subsidies, said that it was little wonder that 
the tramp section of the Chamber of Shipping 
bad finally come down to make a request to 
the Government for financial support. 

I have said that if the shipping industry 
as a whole can come to any a ent as to 
what they believe to be the solution of their 
problems, the Government will lend them a 
ready ear. He went on: I have not promised 
anything more than that, and I hope no one 
will take part in the investigations which 
must naturally surround this industry in the 
next few weeks on the asswaption that the 
simple way in which you can deal with all 
problems which arise is to be found by way 
of subsidy. 

It seems that.the payment of subsidies has 
gone mad in some parts of the world. As 
far. as we. ean tell, something like thirty 
million pounds cash is annually devoted by 
foreign Exchequers. to subsidising their 
shipping. The payment of these gigantic 
subsidies, however, is a matter against which 
we have protested. 

Now it is said—and said, I must say, with 
a certain amount of truth behind it—that it 
is unfair to throw open trade, say, between 
this country and India and between this 
country and Australia, to vessels of all flags 
if the only vessels which run into those ports 
which receive no Government assistance are 
those flying the Scandinavian flag and our 
own. 

I have no desire—and I speak, I know, on 
behalf of the Government—to embark upon 
anything in the nature of discrimination, but 
we must draw attention to the fact that we 
are subjected, even within our own ports, 
within our own Empire, to disabilities so 
great that it will become impossible for us to 
continue to compete upon equal terms.

The speakers were met at the outskirts 
‘of the town by about two hundred men 
wearing blue shirts under their overcoats.

HAMBURG, Monday. 

The pilot and three passengers were 
killed instantly when a Lufthansa aero- 
plane from Berlin to Hamburg crashed 
into an obstacle in a sudden fog on the 
aerodrome here to-day.

were in semi-darkness. The. pilot of the 
machine was flying blind, relying entirely 
on the wireless directions given from the 
aerodrome. 
The dead, according to the Hamburg 
office of the Lufthansa, are:—The Prus- 
sian State Counsellor, Gustav Wagemann ; 
Mr. Barber, whose nationality is not yet 
established, but believed 4o be an 
American; Emma Emelia Armstrong, 
stated to be an American, born in Sweden ;

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PEARLS FORMED IN HUMAN 
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TE problem of disarmament, relegated 

to the background and reduced to a 
matter of equality of rights, was blamed 
by M. Avenol, the Secretary-General of 
the League of Nations, speaking in London 
yesterday, for the crisis in the affairs of 
the League. | 

He was addressing a meeting of M.P.'‘s 
of all parties in the House of Commons, 
where he was Árus entertained by 
the Government at lunc , 

M. Avenol said that the crisis in League 
affairs was shown by the fact that two 
members of the Council had given notice 
of their intention to withdraw from the 
League, and a third member, Italy, had 
ow expressed her desire to see radical 
changes made in it. 

The very large majority of countries in 
the world who still believed in the League 
eS ee to be losing confidence in ‘its 
ability to deal effectively with the major 
problems of the ‘day. 

The situation had now arisen in which 
Fata opinion was deeply occupied with 
oveign affairs. This was due not to the 
League, but to the inevitable march of 
events; for the man in the street was at 
‘last convinced that in the next war the 
front, as far as he was concerned, might 
be his own home. 


REPLY TO CRITICISMS. 


M. Avenol referred to various criticisms 
made of the League, and said that the 
first main objection was that the League 
established between States an equality not 
corresponding with their real position in 
the world. The second main objection was 
that the -possibilities for the revision of 
treaties were inadequate. 

In reply to the first objection, it should 
be noted, he said, that the word 
equality ’’ was not to be found in the 
Covenant. Under the Covenant no 
member could be compelled by a majority 
to act in a way which it considered 
contrary to its essential interests. In 
practice it had never happened that a 
State had vetoed a decision not directly 
affecting it, and on which the States con- 
cerned were in agreement. 

He expressed no opinion as to the de. 
sirability of revision, but it was very 
doubtful whether the fundamental diffi- 
culties connected with it could be met 


the League. 

The methods of work at Geneva had 
also been criticised on the ground that 
there were too many speeches, documents 
and committees. This had largely been 
due to the manner in which the League 
had worked in the last two years. The 
fact that the Disarmament Conference 
had been in almost continuous session 
during that time had interfered with all 
the normal activities of the League, and 
had thrown them into the shade. 


GETTING OFF THE FENCE. 


It was a complete mistake to suggest 
that if the League did not exist there 
would be no need to spend time and 
anxicty over many of the questions dis- 
cussed at Geneva. Those questions 
existed, and would have to be faced, and 
faced beneath “the critical eye of the Press 
and public opinion, whether the. League 
existed or not. 

The vast majority of the les of the 
world were still loyal Rss League. 
Japan and Germany would still be mem- 
bers for nearly two years, and there was 
therefore, time for matters to take a better 
turn. Anverica had drawn steadily and 
continuously ‘closer; Russia was certainly 
in practice tending to become more and 
more rapidly involved in the genera! 
League system. Above all, it was essen- 
tial to realise that the alternative now 
before the world was not a choice between 
the League and some better system of in 
ternational relations, but between the 
League and almost complete anarchy. 


REFORM FROM WITHIN. 


The only practicable way of amending 
or improving the Covenant, if it were 
necessary to do so, was from the inside. 

It would be a tragedy if the difficulties 
connected with the specific problem of dis- 
armament were allowed to lead to the 
disruption of the whole effort to substitute 
law and order for force in the relations 
between nations. 

If the Covenant were abandoned, the 
whole of human progress in this sphere 
would be thrown back for an incalculable 
period ; for neither in this generation nor 
in the next would man get back to the 
advanced position in which he now stood.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT to-day 

plainly told the farmers of the 
United States that they must give their 
full co-operation hn the agricultural pro- 
gramme is to succeed. He gave this 
advice in a message to the annual conven- 
tion of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

He declared that maladjustment be 
tween supply and demand, to which he 
attribu economic unrest in farming, 
had been years in the making. It could 
not consequently be cured overnight. 

Nevertheless, he said, they seemed to 
be on the way to getting money into the 
hands of people who needed it—coming 
from higher prices for things the farmers 
had to sell, and from Government cheques 
for co-operating producers who were will- 
ing to “ swap”’ a hazardous present for 
immediate improvement and a _ stable 
future. 

A brief moment for gratification was 
enough, however. ‘‘ We are not yet out 
of the wood,” the President stated. 
“Only full co-operation by the farmers 
could assure the success of the agricul- 
tural programme.”’ 


INFLATION MISTAKES. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Frank B. Kellogg has 
returned to New York from Europe, where 
he has been to the International Court of 
Justice at The Hague, considerably con- 
cerned for the effects of money inflation. 

He declared to-day that stable currency 
was more essential than anything else. 
He did not believe that President Roose- 
velt would resort to fiat money. If he 
did, it would be the worst disaster since 
the bankruptcies of the last century, he 
said. He added that it was a great mis- 
take ever to go off a gold basis. 

Another strong condemnation of experi- 
ments in currency inflation and the issue 
of fiat dollars was voiced to-day by Mr. 
John Hays Hammond, senior, the mining 
engineer and one-time friend of Cecil 
Rhodes. Mr. Hammond, who is winter- 
ing at Pasadena (California), thinks that 
the only way in which America can be put 
back on its feet is by a high tariff wall, 
and silver as a currency medium within 
the wall. 

At Washington to-day Mr. Jesse Jones, 
Chairman of the Finance Reconstruction 
Corporation, announced that domestic 
gold purchases to date amount to 420,000 
ounces, costing 14,000,000 dollars. As 
usual, he declined to indicate the amount 
of foreign purchases.

POLICE PROBING SOURCE 
OF REBEL FUNDS.

MADRID, Monday. 


As a week-end of bombing and 
shooting, in which scores have been 
killed and hundreds wounded, the peak 
spot of the Anarchist and Syndicalist 
insurrection in ma was passed to-day. 

The Prime Minister, Sefior Martinez 
Barrios, while declaring that he was quite 
ready to declare martial law, said that he 
did not think the necessity would now 
arise. 

The calling of a revolutionary general 
strike made this the most critieal day of 
the rising, and great relief is felt that the 
Socialists, while joining the Anarchist 
strikers in San Sebastian and Granada, 
have, as a whole, kept within the law. 
Frequent declarations made recently by 
their leaders that they were aiming at the 
establishment of a proletariat dictatorship 
gave rise to misgivings that they would 
take the present opportunity of doing so by 
force. 

The fact that the Army has remained 
faithful to the régime is taken as having 
shown them that the present moment was 
not opportune. 


RIGHT PARTIES’ GESTURE. 


The Prime Minister has also placed on 
record his high consideration of the way 
in which all over Spain people have rallied 
round the authorities. 

The leader of the Catholics, Sefior Gil 
Robles, and the Committee of the Agrarian 
Party visited him to assure him that he 
could count on their help in maintaining 
order. 

This is considered as a great feather in 
the cap of the Right, and just what is 
required at the present critical moment to 
put them in the good books of the Republi- 
cans. 

Among well-informed circles credit is, 
however, given to the be report 
that the movement has been financed by 
the more fanatical Right Wing elements. 
In any case, the police are stated to have 
established proof that large sums of money 
have been supplied by some of the parties 
participating in the elections. 

The authorities do not think that the 
movemertt will be definitely suppressed 
until Wednesday, as communications with 
outlying districts—which seem to have 
been chosen by the anarchists for this very 
reason—are extremely slow. 


FASCISM NEARER. 


In the opinion of many of the Socialists, 
whom the Home Office states are 
definitely opposed to the insurrection, the 
most important effect of the movement 
will be to bring Fascism nearer. 

There is a general railway strike in 
Andalusia, and Gibraltar is cut off from 
Spain, as boats and trains are not running 
from Algeciras. Soldiers and sailors are 
endeavouring to run trains, however, and 
the police are keeping a close guard over 
the railway lines. 

One train—the Madrid express—was 
abandoned when it was held up at Los 
Rosales, near Seville, to-day. The driver, 
fireman, and other members of the crew 
left the train as a protest against the 
arrest of a railwayman. 

There was further shooting in San 
Sebastian this morning, and the cruiser 
squadron at Ferro! has received orders to 
be ready to sail for San Sebastian at any 
moment. 


LATEST CLASHES. 


There was a sharp clash at Alcoriza to- 
day, in which two rebels were killed and 
three Civil Guards were wounded. 

Two infantry companies and a number 
of Civil Guards had been despatched from 
Valencia to subdue villages in Teruel. 
When they arrived in Alcoriza they were 
met with an intense fire from the rebels, 
who also threw hand grenades. Eventually 
eighteen insurgents were captured. 

At Val de Robles a Soviet was declared. 
The rebels killed one of the Civil Guards, 
imprisoned the rest, and burnéd the town 
archives. Soldiers were sent from Tarra- 
gona to restore order. 

Shooting continued all through the 
night in Barcelona, and only ended at day- 
break. It is believed that there are seve- 
ral dead and many wounded, but the 
figures are being withheld. The authori- 
ties fear more serious trouble to-night. 
and are taking elaborate precautions— 
especially at the General Post Office, 
which is guarded by military. 


WORK STOPPED. 


The cavalry have been ordered out to 
patrol the streets. Two Army regiments 
which were on manceuvres have been re- 
called. 


A barricade was erected on the main 


road to Madrid, just outside Barcelona. 
| Civil Guards were forced to use their 
machine-guns on it. : 

At the town of San Andres the bridge 
carrying the line oí the Northern Railway 
Company was bombed, and the bridge on 
the railway line to Villafranca has been 
blown up with dynamite. 

Nearly all the workers have stopped, 
or been forced to stop, work. A night 
watchman in Barcelona was shot dead 
this morning by a gunman. 

Rumours are circulating in Gibraltar 
that a detachment of the Spanish Foreign 
legion from Morocco is being brought to 
Spain to-night. 


THREAT TO BRITISH.

GREEN CROPS. 

Root and green crops were being grown 
on 641,374 acres of the Free Staie, as 

ainst 656,474 acres last year. There was 
also a decrease in Northern Ireland, and 
the total for the whole of Ireland was 
821,266 acres, compared with 840,441 acres 
on June ist of last year. There was an 
increase in the quantity of flax being 
grown in the Free State this year, the 
acreage being 936, against 458 in 1932. 
Northern Ireland was also growing more 
flax, and the total for all Ireland was 
10,720 acres, as compared with 6,551 acres 
last year. 

A little more fruit was grown in both 
the Free State and Northern Ireland, and 
the total. acreage .was 15,747, as against 
15,417 on June Ist, 1932. 


LIVE-STOCK FIGURES. 

There was a general increase in the 
number of live-stock in the country on 
June ist last, with the exception of cattle 
under one year, the numbers of which had 
decreased by 1.4 per cent.; the number of 
sheep was down by 1.6 per cent.; pigs 
lower by 16.00 per cent. The total number 
of cattle in the Free State on the date at 
which the returns were made was 4,136,591 
(4,025,080 a year ago). For the whole of 
Ireland the total was 4,870,229, as com- 
pared with 4,739,837 on June Ist, 1932. 

Sheep totalled 5,404,660, as against 
5,460,856, in the Free State. and for the 
whole of Ireland the total was 4,154,975, 
compared with 4,252,795 on the date of 
the previous returns. 

There were 1,108,315 pigs in the Free 
State on June list, 1932. but this number 
was down to 930,554 on the corresponding 
date of this year, while the figures for 
Northern Ireland show an increase—270,565 
pigs being in the country on June ‘Ist last. 
as compared with 219,767 a year ago. 


FEWER HORSES. 

The number of horses in the Free State 
declined from 446,064 last year to 441,313 
on June Ist of this year, the figures for 
Northern Ireland also showing a slight 
decline, and giving the total for the whole 
of Irejand as 543,729, as against 549,619 
last year, 

Poultry in the Free State 
22,505,495 last June, compared with 
22,536,120 in June, 1932, and the total 
figures for Ireland showed an increase to 


32,655,471 from 31,906,765 in June, 1932.

FRANC REACTS TO 
BUDGET SUCCESS. 


FINANCE BILL NOW 
BEFORE SENATE.

French Rentes, Bank shares and the 
franc itself rose to-day, following the 
Government success on the Finance Bill 
in the Chamber. 

Specialists predict that, if the bill 
passes successfully through both Houses 
and reaches the Statute Book, the flight 
of capital will cease and the franc will 
get stronger. 

The Senate Finance Commission, pre- 
sided over by M. Caillaux, takes the bil! 
in hand to-night. After amendment, it 
will be reported to the Upper House for 
debate on Friday, and return to the 
Chamber at the beginning of next week 
for the second reading. 

Failing unforeseen mishaps, the bill 
should reach the Statute Book shortly 
after, 

The Government’s success in the Cham- 
ber is due less to the merits of the bill— 
which satisfies nobody—than to the dip- 
lomacy of the Premier, and to deputies’ 
fear of public indignation with their in- 
effectiveness. The same causes will, 
doubtless, result in the bill becoming law. 

The Chamber passed its vote of con 
fidence in M. Chautemps at five o'clock 
this morning, after an all-night sitting. 
Before the vote of confidence was passed, 
articles imposing a tax on petrol and on 
aperitifs, as well as one imposing a tax 
on employers who make use of foreign 
workmen in trades where there is unem- 
ployment of Frenchmen, were passed. The 
complete Budget proposals were adopted by 
280 votes to 175.

THE COST OF RELIEF.

The Times in a leading article to-day 
observes:—Mr. Chamberlain yesterday 
promised further to reduce by £300,000 a 
year that part of the cost of relieving the 
able-bodied unemployed which will still 
fall upon distressed areas after the 
passage of the new Unemployment Bill. 
Chis concession appeared substantially to 
pacify restive supporters of the Govern- 
ment, and certainly goes far to meet that 
ie of the criticism directed against the 

ill which complains that sufficient con- 
sideration has not been shown to the rate- 
payers in distressed areas. 

Mr. Chamberlain was less happy in 
dealing with another criticism, which 
many will consider to be even better 
founded than complaints of injustice in 
the allocation of relief to the rates. The 
contribution required from the local 
authorities is a contribution towards a 
service in which they will no longer have 
any executive voice. The bill provides that 
the new Unemployment Assistance Board 
may set up local advisory committees, but 
the provision is permissive, and even if 
the rd acts upon it and secures the 
services of local residents, those services 
will be «advisory only. It is really no 
answer to say, as Mr. Chamberlain has 
done, that, since the local contribution 
in to. be fixed, it does not matter to the 
ratepayers whether the new service is ex- 
travagant or economical. 

Mr. Chamberlain, proceeds The Times, 
yesterday defended the principle of a 
local contribution on the ground that local 
authorities should not entirely dissociate 
themselves from the fortunes of the jun- 
employed in their own districts, but the 
bill does the very thing which Mr. Cham- 
berlain said ought not to be done. Local 
authorities are to have no executive as- 
sociation whatever with the fortunes of 
the unemployed in their district ; and the 
fact is marked by the nt, used by 
Mr. Chamberlain himeell in. support of 
the bill, that the contribution of local 
authorities is ‘to be fixed, whatever 
happens to the unemployed.

DOG IN THE FABLE.

PREFER TO REMAIN AS 
THEY ARE. 


HE Minister of Commerce for Northern 
Ireland, the Right Hon. J. Milne 
Barbour, responding to the toast of '“ The 
Governor ard the Government of Northern 
Treland ” last night at the annual dinner 
of the Incorporated Accountants, Belfast 
and District Society, said that Northern 
Ireland was a part of the economic system 
of the United Kingdom, and, in his view, 
it was essential to the welfare of their 
people that she should remain so. 

“ T notice that Mr. de Valera, in an in- 
terview which he gave the Press the other 
day, laid stress upon the advantage which, 
in his view, would accrue to the industrial 
areas of the North by their inclusion in an 
Irish fiscal and economic system. Our 
reply to that is very simple, We are 
already part of a still larger fiscal and 
economic system, and we are not going to 
emulate the dog in the fable who dropped 
the bone in his mouth to grasp at the 
shadow in the water. We wish the Free 
State well, and it is neither our choice nor 
is it our interest that hindrances should 
be placed in the way of our trade with our 
neighbours across the border. We shall 
be the first to welcome the removal of 
those hindrances by a settlement of the 

resent difficulties between the United 
Mean and the Irish Free State. 


SELF-SUFFICIENCY. 


“ It is not for me to comment here upon 
the policy of economic _ self-sufficiency 
which is being pursued by the present 
Government of the Irish Free State. All 
that I need. say here is that the pursuit of 
a similar policy by Northern Ireland would 
be suicidal and inimical to all the truest 
interests of the province. (Hear; hear.) 

“ With England, Scotland and Wales we 
form the United Kingdom. The ‘Sritish 
market is our home market. Only about 
ten per cent. of the total export trade of 
Northern Ireland is consigned to the Irish 
Free State. What conceivable interest 
could we have in preferring a market:with 
a population of three millions to one of 
forty-four millions? 


WHAT BRITAIN TAKES. 


“The importance of the British 
market to our industries is, perhaps, 
not generally appreciated. We are in. 
clined to think of our linen trade as an 
export trade, and so it is, to a very large 
extent, but nevertheless we calculate that 
the British market, our home market, 
absorbs approximately forty per cent. of 
our output. It takes practically the entire 
output of the sister industry of shirt and 
collar-making, which is of such import- 
ance to the City of Londonderry. 

“Why, I ask again, should we seek to 
stray outside the fiscal orbit of the home 
market? No, we prefer to remain where 
we are. We are not blind to the fact that 
our association with Great Britain lends 
us strength in the pursuit of our interests 
in tariff negotiations with foreign 
countries, which we could not possibly 
possess if we were part of a merely Irish 
unit. To that association we owe the ad- 
vantages which we secured at Ottawa, and 
we are making full use of that association 
in seeing that in the tariff negotiations 
with foreign countries Northern Ireland 
interests are kept to the fore, 


THE LARGE INDUSTRIES. 


“The vital interests of all our major 
industries—linen, shipbuilding, tobacco, 
shirts and collars, ropes and twines—all 
demand close association with the economic 
system of Great Britain. 

‘“ There are aspects of this matter on 
which other colleagues in the Cabinet 
would be better able to speak. The 
Minister of Labour, for instance, could 
describe the advantages and the stability 
which our system of social insurance 
secures by being linked with that of Great 
Britain. The Minister of Acriculture 
could tell what it means to the farmers of 
Northern Ireland that our marketing 
schemes should be linked with those of 
His Majesty’s Government. 

“ One of the primary factors in the dis- 
turbance of world economic conditions to- 
day .is the splitting up of the nations, 
which followed the Great War, into small 
political and economic units. Much may 
be said for the principle of self-deter- 
mination, but we are living in a world 


today in which that principle has run 
mad,’’ 


THE GOVERNMENT. 


In conclusion, he said that the Northern 
Government would set about its task during 
the next five years with greater confidence 
if they were assured, on the one hand, of 
the good-will and co-operation of the 
people, and, on the other, of the assistance 
and advice of gentlemen like those present, 
who, by their education, professional 
training and commercial experience, were 
eminently fitted to take a leading part in 
the multifarious activities of any State. 


FREE STATE BUTTER. 
Mr. R. J. Kidney, Dublin, President of 


the Society of Incorporated Accountants 
in Ireland, said that reference had been 
made to the fact that the Free State butter 
exports had gone down to nil.

The annual report for 1932 of the working 
of the Free Night Shelter for Catholic Men 
in Back lane, Dublin, has been issued.

CO. GALWAY RELIEF 
WORKS. 


MORE THAN £4.000 IN 
GRANTS. 


In the course of a visit to the West of 
Ireland during the week-end the Parhia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister for Finance 
(Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D.) visited a number of 
the relief works which are in progress in 
County Galway. He examined the progress 
that has been mad: and discussed with the 
responsible officials the ge of recruit- 
ment of labour, the conditions of employ- 
ment, and other matters arising out of the 
works. 

Provision out of relief funds has been 
made for public health works in the county 
as follows :—Water supply at Spiddal, £500; 
water supply at Curraroe, £850: water supply 
at Kinvara, £1,000; water supply at Inish- 
lacken, sewerage works at Roundstone and 
watér supply to Tully, £1,400; water works 
in urban district of Galway, £1,000. Grants 
hate also been made for relief works at 
Ballygar, Gort, Loughrea and Woodford 
forestry centres. 

The Land Commission are carrying out an 
extensive land reclamation scheme in Cloosh 
Valley, between Spiddal and Oranmore, and 
a large number of grants for the reclamation 
of land are being administered by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The Fisheries De- 
partment are carrying out repairs to the boat- 
slip at Bealadangan.

In the Divorce Court, “London, yesterday, 
the President (Sir Boyd Merriman) heard the 
petition of Mrs. Florence Edith Woods, of 
Malone avenue, Belfast, for dissolution of her 
marriage, on the ground of the adultery of 
her husband, Colonel Philip James Woods, a 
former member of the Parliament of Northern 
[reland, The suit was undefended. 

Mrs. Woods gave evidence to the effect 
that her marriage took place at the Methodist 
Church, Bundoran, Salischanaen, County 
Donegal, in August, 1907, and they had one 
child. She and her husband lived for a long 
time in Belfast, and, from 1925 onwards, he 
visited England from time to time. In 1925 
he was employed at the Wembley Exhibition, 
and during that time he spoke to her about 
a woman whose acquaintance he had made at 
Wembley, and asked her to invite the women 
to Ireland. She did so, but the woman did 
not come. In 1929 the position was that he 
had: contested two general elections—one for 
the Parliament of Northern Ireland and the 
other for the Imperial Pagliament—and he 
was defeated. He then left Belfast and went 
to London and got employment with an ex- 
Rervice Men’s Association, Later: he was 
engaged with the United Empire Party, a 
political organisation. She asked her husband 
to.apply for a position in Belfast, but he 
said that he would not come back to Belfast 
and was quite satisfied with his employment 
in London. When she suggested joining him 
in Iondon he replied that it would not be 
feasible, so she and her daughter obtained 
employment at Port Talbot, in Glamorgan. 
She had not lived with her husband since 
4950, except one might in Wales. Later she 
again offered to come to him, but he de- 
murred. Since 1929 he had made no contribu- 
tion towards her maintenance. In August, 
1952, Mrs. Woods said, she received a letter 
from a woman calling herself Mary Wallace, 
who was a complete stranger to her, 
and she sent a copy of the letter 
to her husband, asking if the state- 
ments it contained were true. In reply, 
she got a letter from a firm of solicitors 
stating that if she was starting proceedin 
they would accept service for Colonel Woods. 
In consequence of the information given by 
the woman, she had inquiries made at a hotel 
in Cornwall, and learned that Colonel Woods 
had stayed there. This led to her solicitors 
getting informatiog about a hotel in London.
